An insurmountable ' abstacle arose
in the present regulations governor-
irw the receipt and handling of funds
deposited in the postal banks A re-
quirement exists that a report must
be made and the accounts checked up
every day. This would naturally prove
in'possible in the case of a bank lo-
cated in Hawail. It was .computed
that two weks would be required for
the receipt of the accounts necessary
tn check up te bank. It was not sup-
posed there would be dishonesty of ir-
